NOTICE  AND  GENERAL  PROGRAM. 


All  persons  interested  in  the  study  of  the  archa.-ology,  ethnology,  and 
early  history  of  the  two  y\mericas  may  become  members  of  the  Interna- 
tional Congress  of  Americanists  by  signifying  their  desire  to  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Commission  of  Organization  (Mr.  M.  H.  Saville,  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  City  of  New  York,  U.  S.  A.)  and  remitting 
either  direct  to  the  Treasurer  or  through  the  General  Secretary,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  in  American  money.  The  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  this 
amount  will  entitle  the  holder  to  a  card  of  membership,  and  to  all  official 
publications  emanating  from  the  Thirteenth  Session  of  the  Congress. 

The  money  may  be  sent  in  the  form  of  a  postal  money-order  or  a  check 
negotiable  in  New  York,  payable  to  Harlan  I.  Smith,  Treasurer,  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  New  York,  U.S.A. 

Communications  may  be  oral  or  written,  and  in  French,  German, 
Spanish,  Italian,  or  English. 

The  Council  will  decide  upon  the  time  allowed  for  each  communica- 
tion. No  single  paper  shall  exceed  thirty  minutes  in  delivery.  All  debates 
are  expected  to  be  brief,  and  will  be  within  limitations  determined  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  day.  All  papers  presented  to  the  Congress  will, 
on  the  approval  of  the  Bureau,  be  printed  in  the  volume  of  Proceedings. 

All  members  of  the  Congress  are  expected  to  send,  in  advance  of  the 
meeting,  the  titles,  and  if  possible  abstracts,  of  their  papers,  to  the  General 
Secretary. 

The  meetings  of  the  Congress  will  be  held  in  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  and  every  possible  facility  for  the  comfort  of  the  mem- 
bers and  the  despatch  of  the  work  of  the  Congress  will  be  given  by  the 
Trustees  and  Ofificers  of  the  Museum.  The  Lecture  Hall  is  provided  with 
electric  lanterns  for  the  illustration  of  papers  by  slides. 

The  subjects  to  be  discussed  by  the  Congress  relate  to  — 
I.  The  Native  Races  of  America;  their  Origin,  Distribution,  History, 
Physical    Characteristics,    Languages,    Inventions,    Customs,  and 
Religions. 

II.  The  History  of  the  Early  Contact  between  America  and  the  Old 
Worid.
